As per independent claims, the closest prior art by Bradstreet or Bronskill does 
not explicitly disclose 

"obtaining a composed paint stroke, the composed paint stroke having a stroke 
path and an appearance attribute, the stroke path being defined by a position-time 
association, the position- time association being an association between a plurality of 
position values and a first plurality of time values in a time period, the appearance 
attribute being defined by a parameter-time association, the parameter-time association 
being an association between a plurality of parameter values for the appearance 
attribute and a second plurality of time values in the time period, the second plurality of 
time values being variable independently of the first plurality of time values" in obtaining 
a composed paint stroke.
